The Board of Directors of the. Hospital for the Ensane, submit the 
thirteenth report of the Hospital, biennially, from October 1st, 1876, 
to September 30th, 1878. f 

From the report of the Superintendent herewith transmitted, you 
will observe that the Hospital has been crowded with patients to its 
utmost capacity, in fact, too full, if there was any other way of caring 
for them in the State, and too often the poor unfortunate patients have 
to be crowded and associated with the vicious and debased erimnals 
in loathsome jails, where they slowly but surely pass into the dark 
and gloomy shades of incurable insanity, from which there is no hope 
of recovery. ` 

We cannot too forcibly urge upon the Legislature through your 
Excellency, the necessity of an appropriation to finish another section 
of the building, which when completed, will aecommodate one hun- 
dred more patients, and relieve the jails of their sad burthens, and 
lessen very much the expenses of keeping them. By a careful esti- 
mate, it will cost $95,000.00 to build and furnish the next section—an 
appropriation of $45,000.00, so that it can be drawn during the year 
1879, and $50.000 during the year 1880, will be necessary. - ^ 

The appropriation asked for by the Superintendent to purehase 
land from Henry Flesher, will be actually necessary if the building 
is extended, as the next section when erected, will cut off all ingress 
and egress to the rear of the building where all the marketing and 
wagons with supplies have to enter. Almost the entire ground plan 
for the next ‘sections of oné-story buildings are laid out on the land 
of-Henry Flesher, $0 that;-they cannot be built untilthe land is owned

by the Hospital. The Superintendent is of the opinion that 
$3,200.00 will be sufficient to purchase theland and we urge the appro- 
priation. We also ask an appropriation of $1,500.00 to purchase and 
put in operation a “Vontilating Fan,” forced ventilation being actually 
necessary where s0 many are crowded together, believing as we do, 
that good health cannot be obtained without pure, fresh air. 

The appropriation to protect the institution against fire, should by 
all means be made, ds the State is in constant danger of losing over 
$500,000.00 worth of property without the least power to guard 
against it. An appropriation of $500.00 might save $500.000.00, bo- 
a many lives might be sacrified if the building should be consumed 

re. 
"rhe appropriation of $1,500.00 for repairs should be made, as the © 
Hospital will be very much injured unless kept in good repair. 

The farm attached to the Hospital and belonging to the State has 
nearly 300 acres of land init and should be made to pay. This can be 
done by expending a small amount of money on the same, and that 
amount might be used out of the fund of $1,500.00, heretofore asked for, 
for repairs. The Superintendent reports he has cleared and sown in 
grass seed twenty acres of land this-year, but he has no means by 
which he ean fence and separate the farm into different fields to make 
it more profitable. The other appropriation (see Superintendent’s 
report) for current expenses and expenses of transportation, for the two 
fiscals years 1879 and 1880, are actual necessities and must be made 
as the life of the Hospital depends upon money to provide and care 
for the inmates 

The management of the Hospital for the last two years has been 
perfectly satisfactory, and we have no hesitancy in saying that the 
medical treatment of the patients cannot be surpassed; and no in- 
stitution of the kind can boast of more general good health among 
its inmates. The patients have been well cared for and furnished 
with all the necessaries and conveniences their unfortunate condi- 
tion require. They have been provided for at the very remarkably 
low figure of $2.384 per capita per week for 1876-7, and $2.22 4-5 for 
1877-8, and in this estimate is included board, clothing, medicines 
and salaries of all the officers, attendants and employes in the In- 
stitution, which amount is a decrease and is under any preceding 
year. It-ought to be very gratifying to the tax payers of the State 
to know that when the cost of keeping a patient in our Hospital, as 
compared with the average cost of keeping patients in other Hospi- 
tals of the United States, which is about $4.50 per capita per week, 
that ours are kept so cheaply. We are well assured by observation and 
otherwise that the patients in this Institution are well cared for in 
every particular, and the economical management of the Hospital is 
in a great measure due to. the perfect system which experience alone 
can give. The small number of officers and the double duty per- 
formed by them as compared with other Hospitals ot similar size and 
is one among thé many reasons why our patients are kept for this 
amount D s ， 

Finally, no stronger argument can: be used for an appropriation to 
complete this building than the fact that the patients can.be kept and 
well cared for, clothed, fed and receive medical attention for $2.22 4-5 
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per capita per week, and that it costs from $5.00 to $21.00 per, week 
to keep them in the cold, damp and ill-provided jails of the different 
counties in the State, where they seldom receive kind treatment, med- 
ical attention, or ample clothing for their comfort.

THE OPERATIONS OF THE HOSPITAL 
Li 
For the last two years have been satisfactory; no serious epidemic 
has visited the Hospital, and although mentally afflicted ; the patients 
have enjoyed comparatively good physical health.. 

By reference to the statistical part of the report, (which is an im- 
provement on our former statistics), you will notice that we had in 
the Hospital last year, an average of 4194 patients during the year. 
This year 4133, six less than last year; this diminution was suggested 
by the “Investigating Committee" appointed by the last Legislature, 
as they were of the opinion that we kept the Hospital too much 
crowded, and I am happy to say that this wàs about the only fault 
they found, and this was on the side of humanity, & desire on our 
part to relieve the suffering. There are now 415 in the Hospital, 226 
males, 189 females; of these there are colored, males 7, females 10. 
The cost including boarding, clothing, medical attention, dc, &c., and 
also pay of officers’ salaries, employes’ wages, de., was for last year, 
$2.38% cents per capita per week, or $124.02 per year; this year it is 
$2.22 4-5 per capita per week, or $115,95 per year. This is very low 
and perhaps some will find fault with the cheapness, but 1 asure all, 
that the patients are well cared for. The reduction is in a great 
measure due to the shrinkage of prices in everything and also to a 
more perfect system of running the Hospital which can only be ac- 
quired by experience. 

You will observe on inspection that the Hospital is still in an over- 
crowded condition, and perhaps we are still erring in receiving so 
many patients, as the capacity of the Hospital does not certainly ex- 
ceed 300 patients, yet we have crowded into it 415; our only plea and 
excuse in thus crowding, has been a desire on our part to receive 
those unfortunate sufferers who were and many of them are still lan- 


guishing in ill ventilated and over-crowded jails, often in loathsome . 


cells, and have for their companions the thief and outlaw, and whero 
neither the treatment, care, or comfort, so necessary to restoration te 
health can be had. "This has been our desire and aim : to relieve the 
suffering and to place as many as posible under the most favorable 
condition for recovery ; but we have been successful only as the lim- 
ited room of the Hospital would allow ; and it pains me to have to re- 


port that at this time there are 82 insane outside of the Hospital, _ 


many of whom are in the jails, and whose friends are petitioning, 
pleading, and threatening ior their admission, and the answer I am 
compelled to give “no room” must fall like a knell upon the hearts of 
the loving ones who are pleading for the admission of their dearest 
friends. Of these 82 insane unprovided for, 46 are females and 36 
males; 29 are in the first district; 25 in the second district and 28 in 
the third district. Most of them are in the jails, where they are slowly 
and surely drifting into incurable insanity, and when room is pro- 
vided, many of them will be admitted here as incurables, mere mental 
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wrecks, a life-long burthen to themselves and to the State, and & tax 
upon the treasury for years, but sadder still they are often the parent, 
and the prop and stay of a once happy family forever gone—con- 
signed to a living tomb. i 

n my last report, two years ago, I urged the necessity for more 
room, and although the Legislature appropriated $15,000 a year for 
two years to keep the insane in the jails, they failed to realize the 
fact that the jails are not suited for the care of the insane, and that 
they were consigning many an unfortunate one to'the various jails of 
the State, for nearly four years. And it is to be hoped that the appeals 
ofhumanity as well as economy will not be unheeded again. 

The young and prosperous state of West Virginia should realize the 
fact that its population is rapidly increasing; there are now near 
500,000 of population in the State, and there are near 500 insane in 
the State, or about one insane person to every 999; who are sane; 
surely the 999 are willing and anxious to care for the stricken one, 


Then the necessity for more room is urgent, not only as a mat- 


ter of economy to ihe State, for I learn it costs from $7.00 to 
$21.00 per week to keep them in the jails, and this is for keep. 
ing alone, and does not include clothing; while they are cared 
for at the Hospital at $2.22 4-5 per week, clothing included. But 
there is or should be a more powerful incentive, humanity demands 
that the insane shall be placed where they can have every comfort 
and care so necessary to restoration to health, and that they shall not, 
in years to come, be consigned to loathsome jails, where it costs from 
three to eight times as much to keep them. The cost of another section 
of the Hospital, when completed, will be about $95,000.00 and will ac- 
commodate 100 patients, and can be finished in two years, against 
Oet, 1880, not much before. I will say that the sections heretofore 
built, some of them at “war prices," cost from’ $100,000 to $130,000, 
and 1t will require at least $95,000,00 to complete and furnish the next 


- 


section. The appropriation is asked for under the head of “appro- 


priations." 
E THE WANTS OF THE HOSPITAL. 


A Ventilating Fan is needed to force pure and fresh air into the Hos- 
pital. The original plan contemplated forced ventilation, and in the 
crowded condition of the Hospital it'is badly needed, and we feel that 
forced ventilation has become a necessity to remove the heavy carbon- 
ized air, which now lingers in the over-crowded wards and which is 
necessarily unhealthy to those who have to breathe it over and'over 
again; all well ventilated Hospitals are compelled to resort to this 
means of ventilation, and it is to be hoped that we will be permitted 
to use it here. The cost of a Fan and the necessary machinery, flues, 
&c., will be about $1,500.00 and I have put that amount under the 
head of “appropriations,” and hope it will be given. 


THE HOSPITAL HAS NEVER BEEN PROTECTED AGAINST FIRE, 


Although the Legislature appropriated $3,000.00 three years ago, to in- 
sure the building for five years for $112,000.00 if the building should 
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burn, no means have ever been taken to extinguish fire, and the Hos- 
pital would be atthe mercy ofthe devouring element, if it once started. 
An appropriation of $500,00 would be sufficient to make the necessary 
connection by means of hose, fire plugs, &c, with the reservoir, 
which is 110 feet above the Hospital, on the hill, and would be almost 
a perfect protection, and no better investment could be made by the 
State, as the investment of $500.00 might save $500.000.00 worth of 
property, besides many lives. J have again and again called attention 
to this matter, and respecttully do so again. This amount is also under 
the head of “appropriations,” 

About 16 acres of land will have to be bought of Henry Flesher, if 
the Hospital is extended. When the next section is built it will oc- 


cupy the ground now used for a-road to get to the rear of the Hospital, . 


and it is the only way to get to the rear, until more land i8 bought of 
Mr. Flesher, as it juts up against the next section, and the one story 
buildings which are to be built after the next section, will occupy 
three hundred feet of his land, and behind the one story buildings a 
road way to the pike will be actually necessary, to allow pr 
wagons, &e., to be brought to the Hospital .' To put the Hospital 
grounds in shape and to give room for airing the courts and to keep 
persons from annoying the pue it will be necessary to buy near 
16 acres. I have estimated the cost to be about $200.00 per acre, 
or $3,200.00 for 16 acres. An appropriation will have to be made for 
that purpose, and an act passed empowering the Directors of the Hos- 
pital to take steps to condemn the land by jury, according to law, and 
after such condemnation, to draw the money from the Treasury and 
pay for the same. It will be well to leave the number of acres blank, 
so as to allow of the payment of as many acres as the $3,200,00 will buy 
atthe price fixed upon by the jury. 


IMPROVEMENTS. 


Quite an amount of work has been done by the patients, attend- 
ants and employes of the Hospital; near forty to fifty male patients, 
have worked out daily this summer, which has not only been of ben- 
efit to them, but has been the means of improving the farm and 
grounds of the Hospital. Last year near forty acres of woodland was 
burned over and the timber deadened and sowed in grass seed. A 
large airing court and porch was added to the brick Hospital, which 
allows patients to take air and exercise, A large amount of grading 
in front of the main buildings has been done; a new front entrance 
has been made both for carriages and pedestrians ;]a wide walk paved 
with brick, and shrubbery and trees planted on each side ; a new front 
fence added, dc. "This year we have continued the grading in front, 
and have cut down the ground to a rolling grade, and planted out 
such trees as we could get. Twenty acres ot the farm has been cleared 
clean of all timber, and sowed in grass. The ten-pin alley has been 
covered with iron roofing, also the back porch; a building for milk 
and tresh meats has been built, and a large brick reservoir, to hold 
the condensed water from the steam was made so that we can utilize 
over and over again the hot water, and thus save fuel, most all of 
this work was done by patients, and the employes, except the brick- 
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work and brick, and consequently there has been but little outlay of 
money. 


REPAIRS 


Are actually necessary every day and year, which have to be made to 
preserve the buildings. We have never had a fund appropriated for 
this purpose and we have been compelled to use the “current expense 
fund” for this purpose, which has curtailed the already meagre fund, 
and as a result, thére will be a deficiency of funds to run the Hospital 
from the 1st of November, up to the meeting of the next Board in 
April; near five months ; this would not have happened had the Legis- 
lature appropriated what I asked for, but they saw fit to cut it down. 
I suggest that a repair fund be given and I have asked for it under the 
head of appropriations. 


~ CASES OF PECULIAR INTEREST. 


W., a colored male patient was admitted in the Hospital, January 29, 
1877, upon an order of the Circuit Court of Cabell Co., W. Va. He 
had been arrested and indicted for the murder of a colored man, and 
his case came up for trial on the 6th of March, 1876, but was contin- 
ued until the next term, at which time it was called, and the plea of 
insanity was offered, and a jury was impaneled to try the case 
upon the issue. The verdict was that, we the jury find that the said 
W. is now insane.” The Court ordered him to be sentto the Hospital 
for the Insane, and there to be confined “until he is restored, and when 
restored to be put upon his trial.” The Superintendent shall give 
notice thereof tothe Sheriff and Prosecuting Attorney before discharg- 
ing him.” When admitted, my notes say, the man is a large, well 
built, eolored man, aged about 45, he has but little to say, and when 
questioned answers very foolishly; for instance, says he, “does not 
know what marriage means, to tell what they do and he will know 
whether he was ever married or not;" says he was called Hen, and 
that he lived but a few miles from here, (although the distance is 150 
miles.) Says he “does not sleep because he has to be at his work." 
All of his answers are foolish and undecided. Ten days after he was 


_ brought here I watched him through a crack after leaving the ward, 


and saw him go to a patient and get him to put a chew of tobacco in 
his mouth, which first created a suspicion that he was not so foolish ; 
he wore leather cuffs all the time, and was kept in a strong room. 
April 29, 1877, to test him further, as he is a blacksmith, I let the 
engineer and blacksmith of the Hospital take him to work in the 


. Shops, where he worked with judgment and as sensibly as any one, 


but he was always on his guard in talking. The surveillance was 
kept up incessantly by both Dr. Kunst and myself, until we were 
well convinced that the case was a very peculiar one or he was feign- 
ing, and we determined to test him, and accordingly on the 7th of 
May, 1877, we took him to his room, closed the door and boldly in- 
formed him that he need no longer try to deceive us, as we knew he 


‚ was not insane, and gave some reasons for our opinion. He pretended 


not tò understand, as usual, what we meant, and commenced his Old 
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talk, we told him it was “no use W., you might as well givein.” The 
poor fellow at once broke down and commenced wringing his hands 
and shedding tears, and at once began talking sensibly, said he would be 
hung; that he would not get a fair trial, and that the negroes would 
lynch him, as they were in the habit of lynching people in Cabell 
County. He afterwards said he had feigned insanity to save his life, 
which he, no doubt, succeeded: in doing. The Sheriff and Prosecuting 
Attorney were notified, and he was removed, heavily ironed. I learned 
afterwards he was put upon his trial and was cleared, some of the 
witnesses, I believe, had left the County. - 

Another cage. —P. was arrested and indicted for stealing a horse in Up- 
shur County; W. Va. Upon his trial I was summoned and was per- 
mitted to hear the evidence, and then to give my opinion as an ex- 
pert. The evidence was that he was about 30 years of age, and that 
he was an epileptic, and had been subject to epileptic fits since he was 
nine years old, had twenty fits a month at times. He had bargained 
for a horse conditionally, and traded him off tor two or three sheep, 
he then traded the sheep for $10, one half in store goods the other 
half in open accounts, on parties, without knowing that they were 
good. He then lett his home and went to another County, where he 
was arrested and brought to trial; the Jailor and a prisoner stated 
stated that he had fits in the jail. 

My opinion was that he was not responsible at the time the offense 
was committed, as from the evidence he was a confirmed epileptic, 
and was, in all probability, laboring under a delusion or warped 
judgment, as shown by his trades, making bad ones, and they were made 
without concealment where he was well known near his home. He 
was acquitted on the plea of insanity, and that he was not responsi- 
ble at the time the offense was committed. He was ordered to be 
placed in the Hospital for the Insane. After remaining in the Up- 
shur County jail from the time of bis trial, December 3, 1877, up to 
March 25, 1878, at which time he was admitted into the Hospital; 
the jailor reported he had a'“few fits in jail.” When admitted here 
he was quiet, seemed rather dull and of sallon complexion; put him 
at once on the Bromide treatment; has had no well marked seizúres 
since admission, says he had an approach , he soon improved in gen- 
eral health, and his mind appeared to clear up, and he soon began to 
work out, and became very useful about the house, did all the shoe 
mending for some time, after remaining in the Hospital from March 
25, 1878, until October 17, 1878, nearly five months, by my recommen- 
dation he was discharged by the Board, “cured.” 

At my last report, October, 1876, I reported a case of epilepsy of long 
standing, which had been to all appearances cured; the case has now 
been out of the Hospital since May, 1875, and at the last report from 
him, he was very well. It is to be hoped that the one detailed above 
will be as fortunate, and his case will be watched with great interest, 
especially as he was saved from the Penitentiary, and it is to be 
hoped he is restored to his health and to bis wife and children.
